Bloodhounds, the fear of evildoors, 
fulled Wednesday to locate the thief 
who has been creating such terror 
throughout the western part of the 
county of late, particularly in western 
Libertyville and Fremont.

With the close of the big game sea- 
son the toll of dead and wounded marks 
men compiled from reports received 
from the large hunting centers was 
announced.

With this end in view the statement 
was made to their patrons that all milk 
produced by them would be received at 
the factory. Since November 1 the com- 
pany has taken only the amount con- 
trated for. The price to be paid for 
December milk will be paid $1.85 a hun- 
dred pounds for the amount contracted 
for at the commencement of the winter 
season. All surplus milk in excess of 
contracts will be paid for at one cent a 
hundred above the prices paid for by- 
butter manufactures to their patron3, 
based on the price of butter. In deter- 
mining this price the company will take 
the average price of butter for the 
month and the average amount 
of hutter fat in the milk delivered by- 
each farmer and will pay them accord- 
ingly for the surplus. 

According to the superintendents of 
the factories Borden's company intends 
to engage extremely in the isanufo 
tare" of butter to keep their factorig 
operation and consume all of th 
made by their patrons.

Just what demand there will be for 
the butter is unknown, according to the 
superintendents but they assert that it 
is evident that the demand for con- 
densed milk is limited and the officials 
of the company ascribe this condition 
exclusively to the reduced tariff. 

Many farmers who have been in the 
habit of contracting for milk have been 
adding largely their to dairies during the 
winter months and getting the same 
price for all of their milk. The change 
makes considerable difference to some 
of these.

BRITISH BATTLESHIP 
BULWARK BLOWN UP 



Eight Hundred Men Die When 
Vessel Is Sunk In River 



MAY HAVE BEEN TORPEDOED 

THOUGH TRUTH IS NOT 

KNOWN. 




Loss CauGeo Much Depression In Eng- 
land—Berlin Claims Victory In Rus- 
■Ian Poland — Advance of Russians 
Checked by Superior German Stra- 
tegy — Comparative Quiet In Bel- 
glum. 

London, Nov. 30.— Tho British bat- 
tleship Bulwark was blown up and 
Bunk In tho estuary of tho Modway 
river on Thursday. Between 700 and 
800 men were lost Including Capt 
Guy Delator, her commander, and all 
her officers. Only 14 of her crow 
vrcro saved. 

It Is announced officially that tho ex- 
plosion was Interior and originated in 
tho ship's magazine. 

Tho disaster Is tho most appalling, 
with tho exception of tho loss of tho 
Audacious, tho British navy haB suf- 
fered In tho war. Tho men aboard hor 
had not a fighting chance for their 
lives. Tho vessel was at tho bottom in 
threo minutes. 

Churchill Telia of Disaster. 
Announcement of tho loss of tho Bul- 
wark in Sheerness harbor was mado 
in tho house of commons by Winston 
Churchill, first lord of tho admiralty. 
Mr. Churchill's official statement fol- 
lows: 

"Tho battleship Bulwark wob lying 
In tho harbor at SheernesB when Bho 
was blown up. Tho disaster occurred 
at 7:30 o'clock In tho morning. Tho 
ship wob torn absolutely asunder and 
had entirely disappeared when tho 
smoke cleared away. It Is tho opinion 
of tho admirals at Sheerness that tho 
ship was destroyed by tho explosion of 
tho magazine. Only 1-1 members of 
the crew wero saved. Tho destruction 
of* the Bulwark will not sonslbly af- 
fect our military or naval position." 
May Have Been Torpedoed. 

Tho Bulwark was built In 1899. She 
was 400 feet long and 75 feet In tho 
beam. She was heavily constructed 
with Krupp armor and carried the fol- 
lowing armament: Four 12-inch guns, 
12 Blx-lnch guns, 16 three-Inch guns 
and. six three-pounders. In addition 
she carried two machine gunB and 
four 12-inch torpedo tubes. 

Tho loss of the Bulwark in a harbor 
- of England caused much depression. 
^Although tho official announcement 
gave no indication of a German subma\ 
rlno attack, it is known submarines 
are active all along tho southern coast 
of England. 

British Vessels Sunk. 

German submarines have sunk two 
moro British steamships and a Ger- 
man mine has sent to tho bottom a 
British naval collier, according to ad- 
mission of tho British admiralty. 

The submarine victims wero tho 
merchantmont Malachite and Prlmo. 
They were destroyed in the English 
channel. 

Coming on the heels of the appall- 
''"I'ng disaster which befell tho British 
battleship Bulwark, when It was blown 
up with the loss of more than 750 offi- 
cers and men, these new evidences of 
hostile naval menace at tho very gates 
of London havo served to spread con- 
sternation over England. 

Churchill Seeks to Allay Fear. 
- A supreme effort to allay tho grow- 
ing terror of tho British people was 
made in an extraordinary speech In 
tho houso of commons by Winston 
Churchill, first lord of tho admiralty. 
He revlewod the operations of the Brit- 
ish fleet in the war and contrasted tho 
presont and prospective strength of 
tho British fleet with that of the Ger- 
man fleet, declaring new warships 
were being finished so rapidly in Eng- 
land now that Great Britain could Iobo 
ono dreadnaught every month for a 
year and still retain her present su- 
periority over tho Germans. 

"At tho beginning of tho war we 
had 31 dreadnaughta and Germany had 
21," Mr. Churchill sold. "We have lost 
bIx of our older armed cruisers; Ger- 
many has lost two. Great Britain had 
36 modern light cruisers; Germany had 
25. We havo lost two; Germany has 
lost or Interned six; we havo added 

BlX." 

Replies to Criticism. 

Referring to criticism of the ad- 
miralty's failure to utilize Its sub- 
marines as effectively as tho Germans 
had done, Churchill said the fact that 
British submarines had been unable to 
produco results on a largo scale was 
duo to tho "seldom offered opportunity 
to attack." 

Berlin Reports Victory. 

Berlin, Nov. 27 (by wireless). — The 
following official statement was given 
out by the German war office today:

Vienna (via Berlin and Amsterdam), 
Nov. 2G.— Twonty-ntno thousand pris- 
oners havo boon taken by tho Aus- 
trians In their present operations 
against tho Russians In Galicia and 
Poland, it was officially announced to- 
day by tho Austrian war office Tho 
announcement follows: 

"Tho rounding up of tho Russians 
continues. Twenty-nine thousand pris- 
oners havo been taken up to date In 
the present operations, as well as 49 
machlno guna and largo quantities of 
ammunition and provisions." 



Germans Check Russian Advance. 

Borlln, Nov. 30 (by wireless to 
London). — Main headquarters reportB 
that Russian advances in tho neigh- 
borhood of Lodz havo been checkod 
and that Germans havo followed up 
their successful defonsivo by a series 
of counter-attacks. 

The Bltuatlon on tho right bank of 
tho Vistula remains unchanged. 

In regard to Bouthorn Poland there 
Is nothing to roport. 

Attacks of tho enemy in tho region 
southeast of YproB and to tho west of 
Lens in tho western area have failed. 

From Vienna comes tho official re- 
port that tho Servian center at Kolu- 
baro has been broken. Tho Austrians 
have gained further successes to the 
south of LJleng. 

In tho absence of any definite an- 
nouncement concerning fighting on 
land, attention Is turned to activities 
at sea, especially tho .sinking of tho 
British steamship Malachite off Havre. 

The loss of the British battleship 
Bulwark also Ib regarded with satis- 
faction. No matter what the cause, It 
Is another serious loss for the British 
navy. 

Czernowltz Evacuated. 

Dlxmudo still is in tho hands of tho 
Germans. Tho troops of tho dual 
monarchy have again evacuated Czer- 
nowltz. 

Prince Abbas and Prince Osman, 
relatives of tho khedlvo of Egypt, 
have been banished by tho British au- 
thorities on the chargo of engaging 
in an anti-British conspiracy. 

Word has been received from Sofia, 
Bulgaria, that the Servian cabinet of 
Premier N. P. Pachltch had boon over- 
thrown. 



Fighting In Flanders. 

London, Nov. 26. — The Gorman guns 
in Belgium have been silenced, for tho 
moment at least 

Important gains were made by tho 
allies In the Flanders theater yester- 
day. So important wero they to tho 
allies' now offensive movement to de- 
stroy tho invading army or drive it 
from Belgium that tho French war 
offlco deemed it best, in its official 
announcement of this afternoon, to 
withhold tho location of their ad- 
vances. Tho official statement simply 
stated that "in tho north tho cannon- 
ading, diminished In Intensity and no 
Infantry attack was directed against 
our lines, which mado slight advances 
at certain points." 



Berlin Official Statement. 

Berlin. Nov. 27.— Tho following of- 
ficial statement was issued here today 
from army headquarters: 

"Tho situation is unchanged in tho 
western theater. The French opened 
a strong attack In tho region of St. 
Hilalro and Soualn. Tho attack grad- 
ually dwindled and finally was re-r 
pulsed with heavy French losses. 

"We mado aomo progress at Apro- 
mont." 

German progress Ib reported on 
both the east and west battle fronts 
in a semi-official statement given to 
the press. 



Put Allies' Losses at 1,890,000. 
Borlln, Nov. 27.— An official estl- 
mate of tho losses auffored so far by 
tho allies follows: RusBia, 1,100,- 
000; Franco, 700,000; England, 90,000. 
No estimate was made of tho 3elglan 
losses. Tho flguroB above includo 
killed, wounded and missing. 

Indemnity Paid to Luxemburg. 
Paris, Nov. 29.— Gormany has paid 
an Indemnity of 150,000 marks ($37,- 
500) to tho Duchy of Luxemburg, ac- 
cording to a dispatch to tho Tempa 
from Bordeaux.

WILL DEFEND NEUTRALITY 



Nation Refuses Possession of Town 
fop British Operations Against 
the Germans — Wants to Draw " 
Kaiser's Fleet Out, 



Chrlstlanla, Dec. 2. — England has 
demanded from Norway, for ubu as a 
naval baso, tho city and harbor of 
Christiansand, on the southern const 
of Norway, such uso to continue only 
during tho war. 

This demand has been refused by 
the Norwegian government, and prep- 
arations aro being mado to defend Its 
neutrality. Troops havo been sent to 
Christiansand from all parts of Nor- 
way, and the defenses of the city aro 
being strengthened. 

Will Draw Sweden Into War. 

If Norway's neutrality should bo 
violated by England, Sweden also 
would be drawn Into tho struggle, bo- 
causo of Its defensive alliance with 
Norway. Tho people of Sweden also 
dislike the Russians. 

Tho significance of England's de- 
mand for Christlausand Is believed to 
He In her determination to force tho 
German licet to come out for battle 
from tho Kiel canal, where It has lain 
sheltered ever since tho war began. 
For this purpose Christiansand would 
bo an Ideal baso of operations. 



5,000 Ross Taken. 

Berlin, Dec. 2, by wireless to Lon- 
don. — The following official statement 
was given out at military headquar- 
ters: 

"On tho East Prussian frontier nn 
attempt by strong Russian forces to 
make a surprise attack on the German 
fortifications east of Darkchmen 
failed, with heavy losses to tho enemy 
from whom we captured a few officers 
and COO men. 

"South • of the "Welchsel (Vistula 
river) counter-attacks led to satisfac- 
tory results. Eighteen cannon and 
moro than forty-five hundred prison- 
ers fell into our hands. 

"Nothing^ of note has occurred in 
southern Poland. 

Tho official announcements In Ber- 
lin that G5.000 Russians had been cap- 
tured In tho battle of Kutno and that 
Emperor William had gone to the 
eastern theater of war, coupled with 
the official Pctrograd announcement 
showing that German forces were oc- 
cupying positions from which they 
had been driven a week ago, aro 
taken by military experts in London 
to mean that the conflict in Poland 
Is the most terrific that has ever been 
wnged by modern armies. 

Neither Berlin, Pctrograd nor Vien- 
na, however, claims that any decisive 
victory has been won. It is possible 
that tho Poland campaign may termi- 
nate as did that along the- Alsne In 
Frnnce — In n deadlock In which nei- 
ther was able to gain any marked ad- 
vantage after they had dug their deep 
trenches. 

A Pctrograd dispatch to the Paris 
Matin says that the German right 
wing In. southern Poland Is reported 
to have been completely cut off; 
that the Germans' losses, particularly 
In prisoners, are enormous, and that 
the complete Investment of Cracow Is 
threatened. 



Teutons Are on Defensive. 

Paris, Dec. 2. — The Germans aro 
now on the defensive In Belgium, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
here. Their artillery fire has become 
weaker and the French have made 
progress at some points. 

An intermittent bombardment 
against Solssons is being kept up by 
the Germans. The French havo re- 
pulsed a number of attacks in the Ar- 
gonne region. Tho French troops in 
the forest of Aprcmont "have been bom- 
barded by the Germans without suc- 
cess. There is a thick fog on tho 
heights of the Mouse. 

The allied lines are now being ad- 
vanced south of Ypros. It is declared 
here that a gradual withdrawal of tho 
Germnns Is evident. British and 
French troops nre pressing forward, 
occupying tho abandoned trenches. 



King George to the Front. 
London, Dec. 2. — The press bureau 
announced that King George has 
gone to France. At night ho made a 
visit to the headquarters of tho troops, 
accompanied by Lord Stambordham 
nnd Major Wlgram. King George Ib 
the last of tho European rulers to 
visit their troops on tho fighting lino, 
with the exception of Emperor Jo- 
seph. The czar has beon to the front 
for extended periods. King Albert 
of Belgium is constantly with his 
soldiers, as Is tho kaisor. Presldont 
Poincaro has also vlBlted French 
troops. 



40,000 Are Held In Siberia. 
Poking, Dec. 2.— Dr. Paul Reinsch, 
American minister to China, cabled to 
tho American embassy at Pctrograd 
on Monday a request that-the Russian 
government permit two Americans to 
go to Siberia with funds for Gorman 
and Austrian prisoners there. Thbso 
funds wero collected by. Germans and 
Austrians throughout tho East. It is 
estimated that the number of German 
and Austrian prisoners In Siberia al- 
ready Is 10.000, and every train that 
arrives has' thousands of captives 
aboard. 
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RAILWAY CARS FOR SCHOOLS IN GERMANY 
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To accommodato tho wounded soldiers who aro brought back from tho battlo lines, the schools of Germany 
havo been converted into hospitals;, and In order to provldo for tho children, whoso studies otherwise would bo 
Interrupted, railway cars aro being used as classrooms, as shown In tho photograph.

Establishes Headquarters at Pachuca, 
6eventy.flve Miles Northeaot of Mex- 
ico City— Wants U. S. to Remove 
Fleet From Mexico. 



Washington, Doc. 1.— Gen. Pablo 
Gonzales, ono of tho three leading di- 
vision generals of the constitutional- 
ist army of Mexico heforo it was di- 
vided by factional strife, has declared 
himself provisional president of Mex- 
ico, named a cabinet and announced 
that his platform Is "Tho Constitu- 
tion and Reform," according to ad- 
vices that reached Washington from 
government agents at Queretaro. This 
makos at least throo claimants to 
Diaz* power. 

The action of Gonzales breaks the 
constitutionalist ranks up Into an- 
other faction. Gonzales believes ho 
has as good a chanco as Carranza or 
Gutierrez. 

Ho has established himself with 
10,000 men nt Pachuca, which Is about 
fifty miles east of Tula, and seventy- 
flvo miles northeast of Mexico City. 
Villa Jias his present baso and head- 
quarters at Tula, which is fifty miles 
north of Mexico City on tho Mexican 
Central railway. Carranza has his 
hoadquarters at Vera Cruz. 

Villa is not himself understood to 
bo desirous of taking 'tho provisional 
presidency, but ho is recognized as 
tho master of those forces which havo 
controlled the Aguascallentes con- 
vention and as tho master of General 
Gutierrez, who is the convention's 
choice for provisional president 

An assault on Vera Cruz this week 
by Goneral Villa and his army of tho 
North is forecast in reports received 
horo from George C. Carothers, con- 
fidential representative of this gov- 
ernment with Villa. 

Representatives of tho AguaBcallon- 
tCB peaco conference, led by General 
Villa, aro determined to force Car- 
ranza to a compromise and acceptance 
of the peaco terms or to drive him 
from Mexico. Carothers did not glvo 
Acting Secretary of State Lansing 
details of Villa's plans. He stated that 
Villa was determined that Provisional 
President Gutierrez shall have an op- 
portunity to restore order in Mexico. 
Two things that rankled Washington 
wero unofficial reports that Carranza 
had arranged a solemn memorial 
service for "Tho Heroes of April 21," 
who fell In the fighting with Ameri- 
can forces at the time of tho occupa- 
tion, and that Minister of Foreign Af- 
faire Favela, acting for what re- 
mains of the Carranzlsta govern- 
ment, had announced a request to 
Washington for the withdrawal of 
tho battleship Minnesota from Vera 
Cruz. 



Communicates to Diplomatic Repre- 
sentatives In Belligerent Nations 
Feelings About Attacks. 



Washington, D. C, Nov. 30.— Presi- 
dent Wilson has communicated unof- 
ficially to tho diplomatic representa- 
tives of tho United States In the bel- 
ligerent countries of Europe his dis- 
approval of attacks with bombs from 
aircraft dropped on unfortified cities 
occupied by noncomhatante. 

Tho president was careful not to 
tako tho matter up officially and did 
not even make his communication 
through tho state department, but 
personally addressed the American 
ambassadors abroad. 

President Wilson took this course, 
it became known today, nearly two 
months ago. Tho facta came to light 
through tho publication of a report 
that tho president had discussed the 
subject with European diplomats here. 
This, however, was denied by somo of 
the prominent diplomats mentioned In 
connection with It, Including tho Ger- 
man ambassador. 

Just how the American diplomats 
abroad wero to convey President Wil- 
son's feeling to the foreign govern- 
ments hns not been disclosed, as 
White House officials refuaed to dis- 
cuss tho subject In tho nbsenco of 
tho president. It is believed hero, 
however, that the president called 
attention to the nrtlclo In The Hague 
convention of 1907, to which tho prin- 
cipal belligerents nre signatory, which 
provides for notice of 24 hours before 
bombardment or nttack, In order that 
noncombatants .may remove them- 
selves from tho danger zone. 

Whether there have been unofficial 
responses from the belligerents was 
not known here, but American diplo- 
mats wore Instructed by tho president, 
it is understood, to handle tho matter 
with such discretion and delicacy as 
to tend to end aerial attacks without 
notice and at the same time preserve 
tho friendship which the United 
States feels toward all tho belligerents 
involved. 



Before Congress of Vienna. 
Ono hundred yonrs ago Alexander I 
of Russia, tho king of Prussia and 
other Boveroign8, accompanied by a 
largo rotlnuo of diplomatists and sol- 
diers, mado their solemn entry into 
Vienna to tako part in tho congress 
which was to roadjust tho map of 
Europe Tho thrones which Nnpoleon 
had overturned wero to bo righted nnd 
tho old despots whom ho had dis- 
missed wero to bo given back their 
scoptora. Tho first weok8 of tho con- 
gress, however, wore not devoted to 
tho serious business at hand, but wero 
spent In a succession of magnlflcont 
festivities. Notwithstanding tho finan- 
cial ruin of tho country, Austria ap- 
propriated sums amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars dnlly to provide balls, 
banquets, concerts and other enter- 
tainments for tho visiting monarchs 
and their advisers.

The church, tho press and the school 
form a triple alliance of progress that 
guides the destiny of every commun- 
ity, state and nation. Without them 
civilization would wither and die and 
through them life may attain Its great- 
est blessing, power and knowledge 
The tanners of this nation are greatly 
indebted to this social triumvirate for 
their uplifting influence, and on behalf 
of the American plowmen I want to 
thank those engaged In these high 
callings for their able and eMlcient 
service, and I shall offer to the press 
a series of articles on co-operation 
between these important influences 
and the farmers In the hope of In- 
creasing the efficiency of all by mu- 
tual understanding and organized ef- 
fort We will take up, first, the rural 
church. 

The Farmera Are Great Church Build- 
ers. 
• The American farmer la the greatest 
church builder the world has ever 
known. He la the custodian of the 
nation's morality; upon his shoulders 
rests the "ark of the covenant" and 
he 1b more responsive to religious in- 
fluences than any other class of cit- 
izenship. 

The farmers of this nation have 
built 120,000 churches at a cost of 
$750,000,000, and the annual contribu- 
tion of the nation toward all church 
institutions approximates $200,000,000 
per annum. The farmers of the Uni- 
ted States build 22 churches per day. 
There are 20,000,000 rural church com- 
municants on the farm, and 54 per 
cent of the total membership of all 
churches reside In the country. 

The farm is the powerhouse of all 
progress and the birthplace of all that 
is noble The Garden of Eden was 
in the country and the man who would 
get close to God must first get close 
to nature 
The Functions of a Rural Church. 
If the rural churches today are go- 
ing to render a service which this age 
demands, there must be co-operation 
between the religious, social and eco- 
nomic life ol the community. 

The church to attain Us fullest meas- 
ure of success must enrich the lives 
of the people in the community lt > 
serves; it must build character; devel-' 
op thought and increase the efficiency 
ot human life. It must serve the so- 
cial, business and intellectual, as well 
as the spiritual and moral side of life. 
If religion does nut make a man more 
capable, more useful and more just, 
what good is it? We want a practical 
religion, one we can live by and farm 
by, as well as die oy. 

Fewer and Better Churches. 
Blessed is that rural community 
which has but one place of worship. 
While competition is the life of trade, 
it is death to the rural church and 
moral starvation to the community. 
Petty sectarianism Is a scourge that 
blights the life, and the church preju- 
dice saps the vitality, of many com- 
munities. An over-churched commun- 
ity ia a crime against religion, a seri- 
ous handicap to society and a useless 
tax upon agriculture- 
While denominations are essential 
and church pride commendable, the 
high teaching of universal Christianity 
must prevail if the rural church is to 
fulfill its mission to agriculture 

We frequently have three or four 
churches in a community which is not 
able to adequately support one Small 
congregations uttend services once a 
month and all fall to perform the re- 
ligious functions of the community. 
The division of religious forces and 
the breaking into fragments of moral 
efforts is ofttimes little less than a 
calamity and detects the very purpose 



tliey "seek lo promote. 

The evils ot jsr> mnny churches can 
be minimised by co-operation The 
soclat and economic life of a rural 
community are respective units and 
cannot Do successfully divided by de- 
nominational lines, nnd the churches 
can only occupy this important held 
by cooperation and co-ordination. 

The efficient country church will 
definitely servo its community by lead- 
ing in all worthy efforts ai community 
building. In uniting the people in all 
co-operative endeavors for the gen- 
eral welfare of the community and in 
arousing a real love for country life

RAILROADS APPEAL 
TO PRESIDENT 

The Common Carriers Ask for Re- 
lief—President Wilson Directs 
Attention of Public to 
Their Needs. 
Tho committee of railroad execu- 
tives, headed by Mr. Frank Trumbull, 
representing thirty-five of the leading 
railroad systems of the nation, recent- 
ly presented to President Wilson a 
memorandum briefly reviewing the dif- 
ficulties now confronting the railroads 
of the country and asking for the co- 
operation of the governmental authori- 
ties and the public in supporting "rail- 
road credits and recognizing an emer- 
gency which requires that the rail- 
roads be given additional revenues. 

The memorandum recites that the 
European war has resulted In general 
depression of business on the Ameri- 
can continent and in tho dislocation 
of credits at home and abroad. With 
revenues decreasing and interest rates 
Increasing the transportation systems 
of the country face a most serious 
crisis and the memorandum is & 
strong presentation ot the candle 
burning at both ends and the perils 
that must ultimately attend such a 
conflagration when the flames meet 
is apparent to all. In their general 
discussion the railroad representa- 
tives say in part: "By reason of leg- 
islation and regulation by the federal 
government nnd the forty-eight states 
acting independently of each other, as 
well as through the action of a strong 
public opinion, railroad expenses in 
recent years have vastly increased. 
No criticism is here made of the gen- 
eral theory of governmental regula- 
tion, but on the other hand, no in- 
genuity can relieve tho carriers of ex- 
penses created thereby." 

President WHbod. in transmitting 
tho memorandum of the railroad 
presidents to the public, character- 
izes It as 'a lucid statement ot plain 
truth.' The president recognizing 
tho emergency as extraordinary, con- 
tinuing, said in part: * 

'You ask me to call the attention 
of the country to the imperative need 
that railway credits be nustalned ami 
the railroads helped in every possible 
way, whether by privatn co-operative 
effort or oy the action, wherever 
feasible of governmental agencies,, and 
1 am glad to do so because 1 think 
the heed very real " 

The conference was certainly " a 
fortunate one for the nation and the 
president is to be congratulated for 
opening the gate to a new world of 
effort In which everyone may co-oper- 
ate. 

There are many Important prob- 
lems in our complex civilization that 
will yield to co-operation which will 
not lend themselves to arbitrary ml-, 
lngs of commissions and financing 
railroads Is one of them. The man 
with the money is a factor that can- 
not be eliminated from any business 
transaction and the public la an inter- 
ested party that should alwayc be con- 
sulted and happily the president has 
Invited all to participate in the solu- 
tion ot our railroad problems.
